A TERRIELE RECORD OF CRIME,

The Jeflerson Stroet Murder—A Phreno-
logist Bhot Dend In n Bar-room—The
FPerpetrators Secured by the Pollee—
Decensed Killed by his owa Plstol—
Investigation Before Uoromer Wildey,
and Verdict of the Jury,

The particnlars In reiation to the murder
which oceurred in Jefferson street at & Inwe hour
on Widnosday night, meotion of wuidh has
ulready beeon made in the Herald, wore oblalned
yes erday at the Hoventh Precinoet Station
House, In Madison #wreet. It appears
that shortly after midnight, Vineent Cody,
» Prlzc-ngnn r, and Kdward Allen, both
well and un avorable known to the police,
wers io the drinking saloon of Mr, Murclos M,
Tallman, No, 17 Jefferson street, known as
“The Library,” when John 1B, Livingston, a
phrenologist, gome years ngo employed in Lthe
Ameriean Museum, entered ithe pinecs much
under the influenee of lgoaor, A round or Lwo
of drinks were induleed In, after which It was
Iampom-tl to thirow dice for more drinks  Duar-
ng the progress of the game Cody and Allen,
who were also 'mnmlly intoxicated, nooased
Livingston of ehenting, at which he got sngry
And made uke of offenslve langhage LOWArds

them, Divectly  atterwards Cody and
Allen made wn  aesault on  Livingston,
Eitking nnod striking him  avout the bead

and ody. Mr, Tallman attempted Lo sepis
rile them, but ald not succead, and durlog
the stiuggle it I8 alleged  that Cody
Lok u fous-varrelled (Sharp's) pistol from Lie
veket of deceased, and, levelllng it at bhis
head, pulled the trigger, the ball tuking effuct in
the torehiend, over 1he left eye, and passiog 1nio
the brain, Livingsion sank to the foor in o
stute ol mmrusm‘(lny‘ and explred In a few
moments afterwards, Cody and Allen then lelt
the bouse, aguinst the wishes of Mr, Tallman,
who haid sent for an ofMeer, bal, decllning o
lenve the nelghborhood, were soon afterwurd
secured by the police and committed to a_aull,
The pistol with whkich Cody shot deceased was
found in hix possesslon, aod he stated tnal
Livingston frat attempted toshoot him with 1t
The remalnsg of decensed were conveyed to the
police station, where Coroner Wildey yestorday
empanelled a jury and held an inguest, Below
